THE TARIFF. 


Speech of Hon, John P. Jones, 


of Nevada, 
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•other thing they produce/ They know 
-that neither the markets iu England nor 
anywhere else ever did or ever can fix 
the price of anything; that the office of 
•Hiarksts is not to ni prices but merely 
to ascertain and register them, just as 
it is the office of the thermometer to in- 
dicate temperatures v and not to create 
them; that the prices of everything are 
fixed by the play against •aoh other ol 
forces of demand and supply, not iu any 
one market, bat iu nil markets which are 
commercially connected; and no more iu 
one market than another, except as oue 
market is larger than another. They 
know, of course, that the British de- 
mand for grain, beef, and pork is a very 
large one, and has a corresponding 
weight in determining their prices; but 
they know also that largo as it is it is 
much smaller than tho demand of the 
far more munnrous population of the 
United States. They know that ,my 
g.ven surplus of either our graiu or bes 
or pork must necessarily be exporter 
and take its fate iu foreign markets, to 
be determined by the total demand o 
all those markets acting upon their tola 
supply. But they know also that wha 


\ the amount of any surplus exported bj 


•us shall be, or whether there shall be 
any surplus at all, doss not depend upon 
•the policy of other nations, but solel; 
•upon our own. They know that if we 
-choose by abandoning our protectiv 
policy to force our whole population 
.into farming our eiportable surplus o 
grain and beef and pork would be »uor 
mous aud that the prions for them wil 
be correspondingly reduced below pres 


• ent rates; and that on the other hand, ti 
whalerer extent our people are divertec 
.into manufacturing and mining so as d 
create a body of home consumers o 
farm products, th« surplus will be di 
minished iu quantity and raised in 
.money valuation. 


\Ve are often told that thero should b 


no other protection except what is inci 
dental to duties imposed for revenue 
That as a matter of fact revenue dutie 
upon articles which this country is ca 
pable of producing necessarily involve 
some degree of protection is uudoubt 
edly true, but that duties should be im 
posed for no othar direct purpose than 
revenue is entirely unsound.- 'Che tarit 
bill passed by the First Congress unde 
the present Constitution of the Unite 
States expressly declared that protoctio 
to manufactures was one of its pur 
poses. That protection, not as an inci 
dental result of revenue duties but as 
direct and primary object, is within th 
powers and obligations of this Govern 
meut is settled by now nearly a centurv 
of uninterrupted practical constructioi 
and administration. 


In nxing the scale of tariff duties ther 


is an incongruity between the two ob 
jects. 
The degree of protection i 


measured by the degree of the exclusion 
ef the foreign article, while revenue in 
creases as importations increase, and in 
the.proportion in which a duty proves 
to be move protective it yields lass reve 
nue. It is a haphazard and wholly uu 
scientific proceeding to leave protection 
to follow as a mere incident of duties 
levied for another and quite distinc 
purpose. 


Protection as an incident of a dtit; 


imposed primarily for ruveuue is pre 
cisely the same thing in principle, ul 
though less iu the degree of its effects 
as protection by ineaus of a tariff fraruec 
f»rxthe express purpose of protection 
If protection is injurious, it is of 110 
consequence how it is given, whether 
indirectly and as an incident of some- 
thing else, or directly aud as au avo\vet 
object. The froe-trtidurs, who constant- 
ly insist that protection imposes taxes 
which do not go into th» public Treas- 
ury, but inure to the benefit of mauu- 
fuub'irors by raising tho prious of !ht> 
protected articles,^stultify themselves 
when they favor rovem«e duties with 
what thoy cull incidental protection 
but wuii what thoy ought, if protectioi 
douB not protect, to cluuounue as a turiC 
for revenue with incidental injury, inci- 
dental ruin, incidental robbery of the 
many for tho benefit of the few. 


I may here remark that there can be 


no doubt thut many Senators sincerely 
eutertuiu the belief thut manufacturers, 
•operatives, mid ult clauses of the com- 
munity would bij 
more 
prosperous 


under u free-trade than uuclvr tha pro- 
tective policy, that protection is de- 
structive of the objects sought, mid that 
it injures the protected classes them- 
selves. Tha willingness, nay even the 
alacrity, with which a majority of the 
Senators holdiug these views havj ac- 


' ceptHfl aud iu tunny oases even demand 


ed for tUo industries of their own States 
their full share and even ainre than 
their share of the injury which larks 
under protection, evinces a self-sacrific- 
ing, fraternal, generous spirit which is 
as gratifying us it is commendable. 


There never was in American-politics 


.a moro blind, halting, aud illogical 
platform than that of a tariff for reve 
11 uo with incidental protection. 
It was 


devised to please both sides of the tarifl 
controversy. To the protectionists this 
platform suggests that with our war 
•debt, pension lists, aud large' expendi- 
tures generally, u revenue tariff will 
.give them for an indefinitely long period 
as high duties as they need to desire. 
To tb« free-traders the same platform 
holds out the idea that duties shall be 
.levied only for revenue, and that if pro 
tection results from them it is some- 
thing which cannot be eseupud and for 
which nobody is responsible. 
The fal- 


aoy of the last suggestion consists in 
bis, that while protection is really au 
inavoidable incident of duties imposed 
ipon articles produced in this country, 
t is not an .incident of duties imposed 
pon articles not produced here. 
It is quite possible to look one -way 
nd row another, but it is not possible to 
ook two opposite ways at one and the 
same time. No man can intelligently 
\nd sincerely say that be is iu favor of 
mposing duties first of all for revenue, 
when he votes for a duty upon articles 
produced in this country, and therefore 
lecessarily giving incidental protection 
ipon such articles, until he has first 
mposed or endeavored to impose a duty 
upon every article not produced here, 
and in respect to which them could be 
no incidental protection so that every 
dollar of the tax would go into the pub- 
lic Treasury. • Aud yet, during the six 
weary weeks that this bill bus occupied 
the whole time of Congress, not a single 
one of the free-traders who insist that it 
is only for revenue that duties can be 
imposed, has suggested the taxation oi 
tea, 
coffee, and numerous other articles 


on the free list which would yield abun- 
dant revenue, while they would involve 
none of that protection which those 
free-traders so violently denounce when 
it is primarily sought after, but so 
gr«atly admire as an incident. 
By no 


possibility can they escape the charge 
that while affecting to look to revenue as 
the only justifiable aud constitntioua 
object of a tariff, they make no effort to 
collect it by taxes of which the wholt 
proceeds would go into the Treasury 
and that while affecting to denounce 
protection iu the abstract they go for i 
in every possible way as the foreseen 
incident of other taxes which com man t 
their ready support. 


Among the reasons for imposing taxei 


for revenue upon articles not produoec 
hare is the very important one tha 
such revenue is tolerably steady and re 
liable in amount, which is a very essen 
tial point as affecting the stability of th 
public nuances. 
The fluctuations in 


the revenue under these conditions wil 
not 
exceed the fluctuations in thi 


amount of the 
consumption of th 


articles which will show a substantial!; 
steady increase from 
jedi to year 


Duties on tea and coffee, for example 
would vary in their yield only as th 
consumption of those articles varied 
But in respect to tuxes upon article 
produced here, their yield varies a 
their home production varies, aud they 
will cease to yield anything wheneve 
the horns production becomes equul t 
the consumption. 
Tuxes upon sue] 


articles should be imposed for protec 
tion, and if revenue results from them 
it is something which is incidental an 
rather to be deprecated than desirsc 
Taxes designed for revenue should b 
imposed npou articles not produced a 
home, and for the purpose of avoidin 
incidents! protection, which reduce 
revenue. 


Iu consequence of (lie diversity bo 


Uvoeia nations as respects climates, uat 
ural resources, density of population 
methods of governmental administra 
tiou, and established social aud person 
al ideas, habits and customs, there ar 
differences and often very great an 
marked differences in the scale of com 
fort in which their people are accu 
toined to live, and below which the 
can 
not 
fall 
without 
sufferin 


aud a sense of degradation. The com 
petitions of international free trade 
which must constantly 4eud to equuliz 
the wages of labor iu all countries, ar 
therefore essentially xinfair, and mus 
be intolerable to the people of countrie 
in which workmen have been habituate 
to a decent scale of living for theinselvo 
and their families. 
They cannot en 


dure conditions with which those ar 
content who have never known any 
thiug better. 


Thare is no real equality in free trad 


between meu on oue side who hav 
boon bred to being the taskmasters o 
their women aud who are unable t 
conceive of oiieh a thing aa expenditur 
for the education of their children, ant 
men on the other Bide who are cheerei 
iu their labor -by nothing so much a 
the motive of supporting their wives iu 
comfort and of rearing their children 
aud qualifying them for the duties ani 
opportunities of life. 
Vree trade be 


tweeu nations is iu its nature and effect 
wholly unlike free tradt between citi 
ztms of the sume country among whom 
there is a substantial homogeneity o 
habits and ideas uud where the scale o 
comfort is nearly the same iu all parts 
of it. 


The same general course of reason 


ing which governs us in determining 
whut laborers wa will admit into tliis 
country, aud what laborers we will ex- 
ciaile from it, is applicable to und ought 
to govern tho question of admitting ths 
products of foreign labor. 
Wt> admit 


European laborers because we know 
clmt tiiey tire oi tae sume race as our- 
selves aud have the satno aspirations, 
and that with the wages obtainable in 
this country they will soon advance 
their standard of living to our own. Wo 
exclude th« (Jhiuose, as w.e ought to ex- 
clude them, because we know that from 
the immobility and tenacity of their 
national habits they will very slowly, if 
at all, rise above the standa'rd of living 
which is wrought into their very na- 
tures by centuri'es of servile poverty, 
aud that their presence and competition 
hure will degrade the standard to which 
our laborers are accustomed. 


We are not insensible to the fact that 


there are differences between different 
classes of European extraction in re- 
spect both to their living at home and 
to th« degree of rapidity or slowness 
with which they advance it to our own 
standard after thoy arrive here. Com- 
plaint is made iu New England of the 
Canadian French and iu New York of 
the immigrants from certain parts of 
Italy, that they remain here in a state of 
isolation from the community around 
them and with very little change iu 
their standards of living from what they 
were at home. Doubtless differences of 
religion and language have something to 
do with the evils complained of in these 
oases, aud with retarding their absorp- 
tion into our body politic by intermar- 
riage and otherwise. 


The possible number of such im'mi- 


grants is, however, very small, whereas 
the number of Chinese, if we permit 
them to come, is enormous ana incal- 
culable. 
Nevertheless, the fact that 


New England and New York are HO sen- 
sitive in respect to the Canadian French, 
and Italian immigration strikingly illus- 
trates tho clearness with which it is seen 
and felt that American labor ought not 


o be subjected hero and on par soil to 
ny competition which will diminish its 
aruings and degrade its scale' of com- 
ortable living. But it is surely - too 
)ldin to require argument that the free 
dinission of the products of the da- 
raded labor of foreign countries is as 
atal to American labor as the admis- 
ion of such foreign laborers as are not 
ikely to adopt readily the customs, 
manners, and habits of life of our own 
aborers. 
Indeed, it is far more disas- 


rons, because the Chinese and all for- 
eiguers'will work for less in their native 
lomes than after they have immigrated 
nto this country, BO that the competi- 
ion of their imported products is more 
sever? than that of their labor on our 
own soil. 


It has boon complained of iu ' times 


last in respect to certain manufactures, 
lotably of the textile fabrics and of 
iron, that they wero so confined to nar- 
row localities as to amount to geograph- 
ical monopolies. 


New England has been the favorite 


target for attacks of this kind in refer- 
ence to textile fabrics, boots and shoes, 
and various minor industries, but in 
none of these cases was there really one 
single feature of naturitl uud permanent 
monopoly. It was to be expected that 
the people of a region in which the soil 
was poor and the natural resources 
small, while the population was com- 
paratively dense, would be the first to 
turn their attention to, manufactures, 
from the necessity of , looking to new 
pursuits for subsistence aud wealth. 
But not only the manufacture but the 
manufacturers of New England begun a 
long time ago to spread over the West, 
and have now begun to spend south- 
ward. It is profit that those manufac- 
turers aro after, and they will go where 
the greatest profit is to be found; that 
is so say, nearest to the raw materials 
and to the most uumerohis consumers, 
and where food which is a very iucportuul 
element in the cost of labor, is* tho 
cheapest. 
Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois 


are bristling with varied manufactories 


The population of Chicago is increas- 


ing to-day more from the'«xpnnsion ol 
its internal industries than from the 
growth of its commerce in raw material 
great as that undoubtedly is. 
Saint 


iDaul and Minneapolis in th^far North- 
west are the hives of industrial activity 
So is Denver, at the western extremity 
of the great plains; San Francisco, on 
the Pacific coast; Richmond, Louisville 
Atlanta, Chattanooga, and 
numerous 


other cities in the South. It is impos- 
sible that there should be sectional 01 
other monopolies iu any industries in 
such a couutry as this, whose vast pop 
ulation is homogeneous aud speculative 
with no deep-rooted attachments to any 
particular spot, re-idy at all times to 
change their residence with the hope o" 
bettering their condition, and wuen 
the communications are rapid and oasy 
and where capital is enterprising to au 
extraordinary degree. 


Down to quite recent times the iroi 


industry wus denounced us u uaonopolj 
of the single State of Pennsylvania 
To-day this industry is prosecuted on a 
great scale iu many States, some o 
them in tho far West and some of then 
iu the South. 


Chicago is to-duy th« loading poiu 


for the manufacture of iron r.ml stce 
rails; a Southern State, Alabama, is 
generally supposed to possess the great- 
est combination of uuiural advantages 
for the production of iron; and even 
the youngest of the Stuten, Colorado, 
has extensive steel-rail iiiilU supplied 
from its own ores. 


With a steady aJUeruiice to the policy 


of protection this diffusion of the urts 
autl the industries will yo ou until every 
part of tho country is overspread by 
thorn. I rejoice to believe so, because 
it is among aggregations of mou uud iu 
centers of population that the comforts 
and enjoyments of life are obtained with 
the greatest economy, aud indeed there 
are many of them not otherwise obtain- 
able at all. Macadamized roads, paved 
and lighted streets, 
sidewalks 
and 


horse-cars, are not possible in a pustorul 
country, and it is only by the muliplica- 
tion of cities and villages that libraries 
and exhibitions of art aud taste can 09 
made readily accessible to all. 
It is by 


a diversiticatiou of industries, which, 
under tho protection system, are cer- 
tain to spread in the iiuar future over 
all parts of the couutry, thut the human- 
izing influences of civilization will reach 
everywhere. 


Tliis couutry should produce every- 


thing for which it has natural adapta- 
tion, so that the great bulk of our 
exchanges mny be made at home ou the 
basis of a genuine uud rational fray 
trade, where competition will be only 
between those who are on u common 
plane us to their standard of living 
uud to whom, equality of profits will ba 
assured by the right and powur of a free 
transfer of labor and capital from tho 
least profitable to the more profitable 
pursuits. 
It is in that way that the in- 


dustrial independence, of tlie couutry 
will bo established' and fortifieii, and 
that there will bo a just and safe distri- 
bution of the population among tho dif- 
ferent branches of production. 


The policy of exchanging raw pro- 


ducts for foreign manufactures is waste- 
ful and axtravaguiit in every way and in 
some ways not generally uoticod. 
Tho 


raw products exported must necessarily 
be such staples us will bear repented 
handlings and will not ba iujurod by 
being kept for some considerable tiuie, 
like cotton, tobacco, aud wheat. The 
finer and mote perishable fruits of the 
orchard, of the vine, and of horticulture 
can not be transported across ocenns. 
The effect of a policy, which discourages 
the building up of numerous towns, 
cities, aud manufacturing centers, which 
servo aa markets for the sale aud con- 
sumption of the delicate products of 
fruit-raisors and gurdeaers, must be to 
confine agriculture to a 
few great 


staples, with all the necessarily accom- 
panying couditious of sparseuess of 
population and rudeness of labor. 
We 


know, as a fact of observation, that 
those engaged iu the production of great 
staples very rarely produce the finer 
fruits even for their own use, the stim- 
ulus of convenient markets being want- 
ing. Among the bad consequences of 
suuh a policy are the general lowering 
of the standard of the comfort in which 
the people of a country live, and the loss 
to the population of the valuable ele- 
ment of thrifty and intelligent gardeners 
and fruit-raisers. It is true* that there 
will still be left some few and scattered 
consumers and purchasers of the finer 
fruits of th* land, but the small quanti- 
ties produced to supply chum will tii_ 


ways be greatly enhanced in price and 
loterioratfld in quality by a long car- 
riage from the producer to the* con- 
sumer. Very many of the more delicate 
>roducts can not bs transported long 
listouoes at all, and so much of even 
he more hardy varieties ia spoiled by 
.transportation as to raise the cost of the 
remainder so high as to be beyond tha 
reach of the artisans and laborers of a 
country, thus inflicting a double loss, 
;he loss of a reliable market to the pro- 
ducer and the loss of a cheap market to 
;he consumer. 


The maximum wealth of a country, 


either in the aggregate or per capita, 
can not be obtained without a certain 
aggregation of population. 
This is 


shown by any comparison which can be 
made between regions which are exclu- 
sively agricultural and other regions iu 
which varied industries are carried on. 
Lunds, including under that term all 
their appurtenances, such as mines, 
timber and water-power, have no value 
excapt what is prospective without pop- 
ulation, and their value increases very 
nearly i» proportion to the increase of 
the density of population. 
Even in 


such countries as the United States und 
Great Britain, where th* accumulations 
of personal property are considerable, a 
very large proportion of their present 
wealth is in lands, and of the value of 
their real estate it is only the smaller 
part which arises from the structures 
upon it, while the larger part consists 
of the lands themselves and is due to 
the density of the population occupying 
them. 


This value of lands, due to density of 


population, is in no sense artificial and 
unreal, as it is sometimes Bind to be, 
As people become numerous lands sell 
for'more because they yield more in- 
come, and because occupiers can afford 
to pay more for their use. 
The aggre- 


gate appreciation of the lands of the 
Northeast, iu cities, towns aud villages, 
in suburban districts, and in their tim- 
ber, minerals and other uppurtoiianoes, 
has been enormous. At the South it 
lias been comparatively trifling, and it 
is from that difference between the two 
classes of States that a large part of the 
present disparity of their wealth has 
actually arisen. 


The population of this country cau be 


made greater aud richer by the protec- 
tive system aud the resulting diversifi- 
cation of industries. In the different 
situation of Groat Britain forty years 
ago, 
whou its corn laws ware repealed, 


it wus only by the contrary po'licy of 
free trade that its popalation could be 
increased. Bat in the British case, 
while the free-trudo policy has been fol- 
lowed by a large iuorease of the popula 
tiou and of the rental and value of 
lauds, a great risk has been taken in 
swelling the numbers of the people be- 
yond any possible home supply of food, 
from which a great catastrophe may 
some day result. la our case, tho pro- 
toctiva policy involves uo such hazard, 
because it« tendency will be to bring 
about a just proportion between the 
homo producers and consumers of both 
food and manufactured goods. 
Under 


the protective policy there cannot be in 
the distant future a tendency to au ex- 
cess iu its aggregate population, but 
that will be restrained by economic laws 
which will keep the numbers of an en- 
lightened people within the limits of 
their natural and acquired resources. 


The advantages of exchanging raw 


materials and food for foreign manufac- 
tures are illusive and temporary. 
The 


advantage-:; of bringing together those 
who manufacture and those who pro- 
duce food uud raw materials aro real 
aud permanent. 
A just proportion will 


be established between the numbers en- 
gaged iu the several branches of agri- 
culture uud the numbers engaged iu the 
several branches of manufactures, if the 
interchanges are made at home, so as 
not to be affuoted by the violent changes 
which are constantly occurring iu for- 
eign markets. 


How large au amount of wheat Eu- 


rope may be obliged to import from 
America iu any given year depends upon 
European harvests, which are as flautu- 
ittiug as the seasons, but how inuen 
wheat will be consumed by the manu- 
facturing industries iu America itself 
depends npou the numbers engaged iu 
it, which are either constant or increas- 
ing. If raw materials, food and manu- 
factures aru exchanged at homo, where 
can the loss be? 
Certainly not iu any 


unfair itivuntuye gained by labor aud 
cipititl 
engaged 
iu 
any 
one pm- 


suit over any other, becai.se capital 
uud labor can move freely from oitch 
pursuit into any other. 
Where is the 


gain? Clearly iu the general advantage 
of having raw materials worked up aud 
food consumed at or near the points of 
production, and in not having the prices 
of manufactured goods swollen by the 
charges of lony carriage and by the ex- 
orbitant profit always guinod out of 
tlinui when thoy pusa through many 
hands. 


I am opposed to a free trado which 


subjects the ptioplo of this country to 
tlie very competition to avoid which 
either they thumselves or their ances- 
tors underwent the hazards and hard- 
ships of migrating hither. 
I am opposed to a free trade which 


gives to foreigners all tho advantages of 
tnis country without subjecting them to 
any of it responsibilities. 


I am opposed to a free trade which 


reduces cue wages of the American fa- 
borer to the level of the poorest country 
iu the world, whereas he i.s entitled to 
suoh wages us would result from 
the 


natural resources and wealth of his own 
country. 
I am opposed to a free trade which 


deprives auy of the people of their full 
share of the advantages ol living in a 
couutry of soil of which is fertile und 
large portions of which urv still open to 
occupation, aud lowers their condition 
to that of old and woru-oat countries, 
Where the population is so excessive thut 
its further increase i.-i rendered impossi- 
ble by starvation und chronic famine. 


I am in favor of free trade among our 


owu citizens, wUera the ouly competi- 
tion is between parsons whose standard 
of comfort is the same. 


I urn iu favor jf protection because it 


divorsitiaa iuejnstrias, brings producers 
uud consumers nearer together, and es- 
tablishes a just distribution of the pop- 
ulation among different pursuits, aud 
enables us to escape the transportation 
charges and other wastes of foreign 
trade, exc»pt as to tae very few articles 
to. the production of which thia country 
is not adapted but which we have ac- 
quired the habit of using.
